Office, Township 13 Range 5, Pope County, Illinois, United States by the 1870 census. 

He disappears until what may have been another marriage living in Little Black, Randolph 
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County, Arkansas, United States by the 1880 with a large family. 



By 1885 he marries Frances "Fannie" Minerva (PRATT) daughter of Alexander "Alex" R. 

& Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt in Washington County, Missouri. Flas 2 daughters, and then 
he pulls a disappearing act again maybe a death or separation or divorce. I give you what I 
do know so you will have at least a foundation to begin your research. 

I suggest you investigate his marriage to Melissa (MODGLIN) and try to find out what 
happened to her and her parents. Follow the trail by tracking their daughter; Ida and see what 
happened to her. Check the Pope County, Illinois divorce records to see if they divorced or 
he abandoned them. 

Then you need to investigate the data in the 1880 census to determine where and when he 
married Arabel born in Arkansas. Also, follow the children to see if any of them remained 
near their mother after this Jackman Whiteside disappears. The 1880 census shows the 
oldest son William as 6 years old so Jackman and Arabel could have been married 1872- 
1 873. Be sure to check the court records for a divorce or separation before 1 885. With 2 
children from the 1880 census try to find out what happened to them. 

Then our subject of interest shows up in Washington County, Missouri and marries Frances 
"Fannie" Minerva (PRATT) by 1885. Through my years of research, I have found many 
families moved from Waterloo, Illinois area to the Crawford and Washington County area of 
Missouri. So, Jackman may have gone to Missouri to visit relatives thereby meeting Frances. 
Remember the Brewer family of the 1 850 census? They moved to Washington and 
Crawford Counties. 

Jackman and Frances had two daughters; Bertha Ann (WHITESIDE) 1885 and Mary 
(WHITESIDE) 1887 born in Johnson Township, Washington County, Missouri, United 
States. Then he disappears. 

I checked the divorce records in Washington County and found no references. What is very 
peculiar is what happened after Jackman disappeared. 

Frances "Fannie" Minerva (PRATT) Whiteside marries David McDonald Campbell son of 
Joseph & Milbury "Milly" (NORRIS) Campbell in 1888. 

If Fannie had not divorced Jackman then the only way to marry David Campbell would have 
been to get a court order releasing her from their marriage or Jackman Whiteside had died 
releasing her to remarry. In any case, Fannie allowed David Campbell to change Jackman's 
daughter's surname to Campbell, which was customary when a widow remarried. 

There such a stigmatism against women who were divorced or separated they would claim 
to be a widow in order to date proper suitors. Therefore, if Fannie claimed to be a widow 
when in fact Jackman abandoned them, then as a widow she could probably remarry, which 
she did. 

If Jackman had died during their marriage, then there was nothing dishonorable in keeping 
his daughter's birth surname... Whiteside but she allowed Campbell to change their birth 
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General: (cont.) 

surname and they went by Campbell until they were married. 

Consequently checking the court records for references to the disposition of Jackman 
Whiteside would be vital to your research. Also, checking the newspapers from 1885-1888 
concerning information about Jackman Whiteside might be helpful. I would not be surprised 
to find some legal entanglement with Jackman Whiteside forcing him to continually hide from 
the authorities. 



Remember, the Jackman Whiteside in the 1870 census may not be our guy, same goes for 
the 1880 census but more research is needed to discover what happened to him and I feel 
the deed, court records and newspapers in Washington County, Missouri may hold the 
answers.
